The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the August 22, 2020, non-fatal shooting of MAN by Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Daniel Saldivar. There is insufficient 
evidence to prove beyond a reasonable doubt that Deputy Saldivar did not act in lawful self- 
defense and the defense of another. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of this shooting on August 23, 2020, at 
approximately 12:15 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team (DART) responded to the 
location, where they received a briefing and walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based on police reports, 9-1-1 calls and radio transmissions, recorded 
interviews, ballistic and DNA reports, cell phone evidence, and other evidence submitted to this 
office by LASD Homicide Bureau Detectives Scott Lawler and Eugene Hatch. LASD deputies 
were not equipped with body worn cameras at the time of the incident. Saldivar's voluntary 
statement was considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


In the evening of August 22, 2020, Ml parked her white Toyota Corolla on the north side of 
Triggs Street next to Bristow Park. Sometime after 9:00 EM | was sitting inside the park 
when she heard a loud crash and saw her car had been struck by a white Honda Civic. SŠ 
observed two men who were "dressed like gangsters" looking at the damage to her car and the 
white Honda before they entered a dark gray Honda and drove away.' moved her car down 
the street and called 9-1-1 at approximately 9:42 p.m. The men returned to the location and 
began fixing the white Honda. 


1 Leaving the scene of an accident without providing information is a misdemeanor violation of Vehicle Code 
section 20002(a). 


At approximately 9:50 p.m., Deputy Daniel Saldivar and Deputy Michael Martinez, who were 
wearing full uniforms, responded to the location in separate marked, black-and-white vehicles 
with the overhead rotating lights activated. Saldivar parked south of the white Honda while 
Martinez parked behind the white Honda. The deputies observed 

| and Rigoberto M. standing near the hood of the white Honda. Saldivar and 
Martinez exited their patrol vehicles with their handguns drawn and ordered the group to show 
their hands. HA and ` ` complica. Saldivar told investigators he 
observed Rigoberto M. take a step in Saldivar's direction while raising his shirt with his left hand 
and remove a black, semiautomatic handgun from his waistband with his right hand. Saldivar 
fired one round from his handgun at Rigoberto M. but struck REX in the right ankle. 
Rigoberto M. ran southbound across Triggs Street and disappeared into Bristow Park. Saldivar 
told Martinez that Rigoberto M. had a handgun and reported the shooting to dispatch. Several 
witnesses inside the park heard the gunshot and observed a man running through the park 
holding an object under his shirt near his waistband. Deputies rendered aid to i before 
he was transported to the Los Angeles County Medical Center/USC and treated for a gunshot 
wound. 


Deputies searched the surrounding area for several hours. At approximately 2:00 a.m., deputies 
found Rigoberto M. hiding inside a disabled vehicle in the backyard of a house in the 

| one block west of the southwestern corner of Bristow Park. Saldivar 
and Martinez identified Rigoberto M. as the person who fled. Rigoberto M. was placed under 
arrest for assaulting a peace officer with a deadly weapon in violation of Penal Code section 
245(D)(1).? A firearm was not recovered from Rigoberto M. nor located in the surrounding area. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Statement 


was interviewed at the scene by Deputy Mario Salomon.? Hmm told Salomon 
that was with him in his white Honda when the accident occurred. In a 
subsequent interview with investigators, said he was driving the white Honda alone 
on Triggs Street when he struck a white car. | made a U-turn and exchanged 


information with a sixteen-year old male driver. was fixing the damage to the white 
Honda when a friend EMEN and his friend's stopped to help. Ten 
minutes later, the deputies arrived and parked. did not hear the deputies say 
anything before one of the deputies fired his handgun. saw an unidentified man 
running across the street towards the park and heard the deputy say, *He took off running!" 
said, “You shot me!” The deputy responded, “My bad. I'll take care of you." 
admitted being a member of Choppers 12 but denied associating with them during

later, a woman in a gray or silver car dropped off an unidentified man who appeared to be friends

“Why did you shoot me for? I didn’t do nothing.” The deputy responded, “I know. I'm sorry... 
it's “cause the other guy said [sic] he had a gun.” | did not see the unidentified man 
draw a handgun. told investigators he hoped they caught the man who ran, “Because 
of him, I got shot.” denied being a member of Choppers 12. 


Statement 


When interviewed at the scene by Salomon, 
had been involved in a traffic collision. 


said MN contacted her and said he 
| drove her blue Honda to Triggs Street to 
bring tools to to fix the car. told Salomon she did not know the man who 
ran from the scene after the shooting. When was later interviewed by investigators, she 
told them she and J were driving in her blue Honda on Triggs Street when they stopped 
to help an unidentified man pushing a disabled white car.? About 20 to 30 minutes "m 
TS the unidentified man were standing near the hood of the disabled car when 
the deputies arrived, exited their patrol vehicle, pointed their handguns at them and ordered them 
to put their hands up. and the unidentified man complied with the 
commands before the deputy shot when asked the deputy why he fired at 
them, he responded, “You have a gun!” told investigators she recorded the incident 
on her cell phone but declined to provide them with her passcode or the video. 
repeatedly denied a third man had been with the group before the shooting.

at the house talking with neighbor. About ten minutes later, — | called 
| BKI said, “They got shot.” . drove her dark gray Kia Optima to the park where she 
saw MI and the others lying on the ground. 


Rigoberto M.'s Statement 


Rigoberto M. told investigators he was on parole and admitted being associated with Choppers 
12 but declined to make any further statements.!' 


Deputy Martinez's Statement 


Martinez told investigators he and Saldivar responded to a hit-and-run call involving two adult 
males on Triggs Street.!? When Martinez arrived, he observed three men and a woman standing 
near the hood of a white Honda Civic with its hazard lights activated. Martinez directed his 
spotlight to determine whether anyone else was inside the Honda. Martinez was aware there was 
a Choppers 12-affiliated house in the area, observed the men's clothing and tattoos, and saw 
tools lying nearby, so he drew his handgun when he exited his patrol vehicle. Both deputies 
ordered the group to show their hands and not move. The woman and two of the men complied, 
but the third man kept his hands near his sides and took a step away from the others. Martinez 
repeated his commands. The third man reached towards his waistband with both hands and 
bladed his body away from Martinez. Martinez heard a gunshot and immediately looked over to 
Saldivar, who said the third man had a black “417” (handgun). Martinez did not see whether the 
man was holding a handgun because the front of the man's body was turned away from him. 
The third man ran across Triggs Street and disappeared into Bristow Park. 


Deputy Saldivar's Statement 


Saldivar told investigators when he arrived at the location, he observed four to five “gangster 
types” standing in front of a white Toyota Corolla with its hazard lights activated.'? Saldivar 
exited his patrol vehicle with his handgun drawn and gave the group commands three to four 
times to show their hands. One of the men took a step towards Saldivar, lifted his shirt with his 
left hand and pulled out a black, semiautomatic firearm from his waistband with his right hand. 
In fear for his and his partner's lives, Saldivar fired one round from his handgun directly at the 
man, who ran southbound into the park. After reporting the shooting to his partner and to 
dispatch, Saldivar heard one of the other men say he had been shot. Saldivar placed a toumiquet 
on the man's leg. 


EVIDENCE 


Criminalists recovered an expended 9mm casing at the scene. The investigation concluded 
Saldivar fired one round from his Smith & Wesson MP duty weapon. Firearm detection canines 
searched Bristow Park but did not locate any additional evidence.

Criminalists recovered a black hat and a cell phone inside the car where Rigoberto M. was 
located. Criminalists recovered a gray, short-sleeved T-shirt, underwear, blue and gray shorts, 
and a black baseball cap in the driveway of the same location. Particles characteristic of gunshot 
primer residue were detected on the T-shirt and shorts. The T-shirt, underwear and black 
baseball cap were tested for DNA and found to contain two contributors; Rigoberto M. was 
excluded as a contributor. 


Cell Phone Evidence 


Investigators obtained search warrants for the cell phones associated wt sem. 
"` ` cn: Rigoberto M. On phone, investigators identified several text 
messages and calls with MY between 1:02 a.m. and 9:27 p.m. on August 22, 2020. 
Between 12:25 a.m. and 9:10 p.m., several text messages and calls were made between 

phone and a number listed under “Yg.” The number listed in NN phone 
under “Yg” is the same number as the phone recovered inside the car with Rigoberto M. 
Investigators located a video of A and MN displaying Choppers 12 hand 
gestures, videos of several men displaying Choppers 12 hand gestures and spray-painting 
Choppers 12 graffiti, and videos taken inside BEEN blue Honda. On S Çf lili phone, 
investigators located photographs and a video of semiautomatic handguns. Investigators were 


unable to locate any video of the incident on MMMM, phone. Investigators noted several 
calls between ae and MR before the incident and a cal! from J to 


A at 9:52 p.m. Investigators were unable to complete an examination of the phone recovered 
inside the car with Rigoberto M. Rigoberto M. provided investigators with a phone number that 
was different than the phone recovered inside the car. 


Other Relevant Evidence 


In a criminal action, evidence of the character or a trait of character in the form of an opinion, 
evidence of reputation, or evidence of specific instances of conduct of the victim of the crime 
may be admissible to prove conduct of the victim in conformity with the character or trait of 
character. Evidence Code section 1103. Rigoberto M. is a documented member of the Choppers 
12 street gang who is known by the moniker “Yg” and has Choppers 12 tattoos. Rigoberto M.

LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if the 
person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others actually and reasonably believed 
that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury or death. Penal Code section 197; 
People v. Randle (2005) 35 Cal.4' 987, 994 (overruled on another ground in People v. Chun (2009) 
45 Cal.4" 1172, 1201); People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4" 1073, 1082; see also, CALCRIM No. 
505. "[U]nder the doctrine of transferred intent, self-defense may also apply where the defendant 
intends to injure or kill the person who poses the threat, but inadvertently [injures or] kills an 
innocent bystander instead." People v. Curtis (1994) 30 Cal.App.4" 1337, 1357 (citing People v. 
Matthews (1979) 91 Cal.App.3d 1018, 1023-1024). 


A peace officer is justified in using deadly force upon another person when the officer 
reasonably believes, based on the totality of the circumstances, that such force is necessary for 
either of the following reasons: (1) to defend against an imminent threat of death or serious 
bodily injury to the officer or to another person; or (2) to apprehend a fleeing person for any 
felony that threatened or resulted in death or serious bodily injury, if the officer reasonably 
believes that the person will cause death or serious bodily injury to another unless immediately 
apprehended. Penal Code section 835a(c)(1)(A) & (B). 


A threat of death or serious bodily injury is imminent when, based on the totality of the 
circumstances, a reasonable officer in the same situation would believe a person has the present 
ability, opportunity, and apparent intent to immediately cause death or serious bodily injury to 
the peace officer or another person. An imminent harm is not merely a fear of future harm, no 
matter how great the fear and no matter how great the likelihood of the harm, but is one that, 
from appearances, must be instantly confronted and addressed. Penal Code section 835a(e)(2). 
When considering the totality of the circumstances, all facts known to or perceived by the peace 
officer at the time, including the conduct of the officer and the subject leading up to the use of 
deadly force, are taken into consideration. Penal Code section 835a(a)(4) & (e)(3). The peace 
officer's decision to use force is not evaluated with the benefit of hindsight and shall account for 
occasions when officers may be forced to make quick judgments about using force. Penal Code 
section 835a(a)(4). 


In evaluating whether a police officer's use of deadly force was reasonable in a specific situation, 
it is helpful to draw guidance from the objective standard of reasonableness adopted in civil 
actions alleging Fourth Amendment violations. “The ‘reasonableness’ of a particular use of 
force must be judged from the perspective of a reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with 
the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the 
fact that police officers are often forced to make split-second judgments—in circumstances that 
are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving about the amount of force that is necessary in a 
particular situation." Graham v. Connor (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397.

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"[A]n officer may reasonably use deadly force when he or she confronts an armed suspect in 
close proximity whose actions indicate an intent to attack. In these circumstances, the Courts 
cannot ask an officer to hold fire in order to ascertain whether the suspect will, in fact, injure or 
murder the officer.” Martinez v. County of Los Angeles (1996) 47 Cal.App.4" 334, 345 (quoting 
Reynolds v. County of San Diego (S.D. Cal. 1994) 858 F.Supp. 1064, 1072). 


Saldivar and Martinez responded to a hit-and-run call at night in an area known to be frequented 
by members of the Choppers 12 street gang. When the deputies arrived at the location, they 
encountered several people wearing gang attire standing near a damaged Honda matching the 
description of the hit-and-run vehicle. For their safety, the deputies drew their handguns and 
ordered the group to show their hands and not move. Saldivar said instead of following the 
deputies’ commands, Rigoberto M. took a step in his direction, lifted his shirt, and pulled a 
black, semiautomatic handgun from his waistband. Saldivar stated he fired one round from his 
duty weapon in fear for his and his partner’s lives in response to Rigoberto M.'s actions. 


Although a handgun was not recovered, evidence supports Saldivar's statement that he observed 
Rigoberto M. draw a handgun from his waistband while moving towards him. Martinez stated 
he observed Rigoberto M. take a step and turn his body, lift his shirt, and reach towards his 
waistband, actions consistent with retrieving a handgun. Immediately after discharging his 
weapon, Saldivar told Martinez that Rigoberto M. had a handgun. Although 

See and MN denied seeing anyone with a handgun, their statements were 
otherwise inconsistent. Several witnesses saw a man running through the park holding an object 
near his waistband after the gunshot. Rigoberto M. admitted associating with the Choppers 12 
street gang and has arrests involving illegally possessing and assaulting others with handguns. 


There is insufficient evidence to prove beyond a reasonable doubt that Saldivar did not actually 
and reasonably believe he and his partner were in imminent threat of death or serious bodily 
injury and that deadly force was necessary when he discharged his weapon in response to 
Rigoberto M. moving towards him while drawing a handgun from his waistband. Under the 
doctrine of transferred intent, the reasonableness of the force used against Rigoberto M. applies 
to the round that inadvertently struck 


CONCLUSION 


We find there is insufficient evidence to prove beyond a reasonable doubt that Deputy Saldivar 
did not act in lawful self-defense and the defense of another when he discharged his weapon. 
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While working Unit 21A PM overlap shift, Deputy Hernandez and I responded to E 
McDonnell Avenue in East Los Angeles regarding an emergency assist request. Unit 27A 
(Deputy Saldivar — conducted a traffic stop on a hit and run suspect vehicle. During the 
traffic stop one of the unknown male adults (Suspect 1) assaulted Deputy Saldivar with a 
firearm. 


Prior to our arrival, we heard via our hand held radio Unit 27A (Deputy Saldivar) was involved in 
Deputy involved shooting. 


One of the disturbing parties detained during the traffic stop regarding the hit and run 
investigation was hit by the round Unit 27A (Dep. Saldivar) fired. Los Angeles County Fire 
Department Engine # 3, Squad # 3, under the direction of Captain Boulware responded to the 
location and medically evaluated and treated the disturbing party on scene. The disturbing 
party was transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center/USC (LCMC) by CARE Ambulance 


1121 and Unit 23 PM Shift (Deputies Santiago EL — anc Deputy Trujillo ¿NN for a 
non-life threatening wound to his right ankle. 


Upon our arrival, we saw Unit 27A (De uty Saldivar) patrol vehicle parked in the westbound 
lanes we | facing West, with the patrol lights activated. Unit 27A's 
patrol vehicle was stopped in a Southeast direction adjacent to the White Honda Civic. We also 


saw Unit 27T (Deputy Martinez I — patrol vehicle parked directly behind the White 
Honda Civic, with the patrol lights activated. The White Honda was parked in a Northeast 
direction, facing the North curb of Triggs Street. The White Honda appeared to have traffic 
collision damage and the front passenger wheel was damaped. 


We notified Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Homicide Bureau of the incident at 0041 
Hrs. We advised Detective Sloan L — of this incident. 


Homicide Detectives (Detective Hatch AN and Detective Lawler L | arrived on 
scene at 0145 Hrs. and took over the investigation. For further information see Homicide's 


supplemental report under the same file number.

PRELIMINARY INFORMATION: 


On Saturday August 22, 2020, at approximately 2230 hours, Investigators Eugene 
Hatch, and Scott Lawler were detailed to respond to the command post located at SS 
Triggs Street, Commerce, to investigate the circumstances surrounding an assault upon 
a Los Angeles County Sheriff Deputy which resulted in a Deputy-Involved-Shooting, and 
injury to Witness EN RR The shooting occurred at Triggs Street, in 
the city of Commerce. Detectives Steve Blagg MB and Vincent Choi 
responded to the location, and were tasked with documenting the crime scene and 
collecting evidence. 


For further regarding the actions and observations of Investigators Blagg and Choi refer 
to their supplemental report prepared under the same file number which will be made a 
permanent part of this investigative file. 


Upon arriving at the scene, Investigators were briefed by East Los Angeles Station 
Deputy Mario Salomon E | and Deputy Ricardo Hernandez A Unit 21A, 
PM shift. Investigators learned at approximately 2147 hours, deputies responded to 
BH South McDonnell Street regarding a call for service of a hit and run just occurred 
call, Tag E | The call for service was updated, via Sheriff's radio, stating the 
disturbing party had returned to Triggs Street, and was attempting to fix his disabled 
compact vehicle.

Deputy Saldivar exited his patrol vehicle and saw the suspect retrieve a black 
semiautomatic handgun from his waistband. Fearing for his safety, Deputy Saldivar 
fired one round from his firearm toward the suspect. The suspect then ran southwest

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across Triggs Street, into "Bristow Park,” and out of view, with the black semiautomatic 
handgun in his possession. 


Los Angeles County Fire 43, under the direction of Captain Bolwine responded to the 


location and treated Witness IM for his injury. Witness MM was 


ultimately transported to Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center. 

Deputy Salomon advised investigators that several witnesses were transported to the 
East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. Deputy Salomon provided names of the witnesses 
to the investigators. Deputy Saldivar, and Deputy Martinez were also transported to 
East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. 


The investigators went to East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station to conduct interviews. 


FIELD IDENTIFICATION SHOW-UP: 


On August 23, 2020, at approximately 0200 hours, investigators learned that Suspect 
Rigoberto Moreno had been located hiding inside a parked vehicle within the 
containment area. Investigators arranged for Deputy Daniel Saldivar, Deputy Michael 
Martinez, and MW to be transported separately to 

MN for a field identification show up. 


Deputy Saldivar was transported to ic. by Deputy 
Jonathan Rojas MW to conduct a field show-up. Deputy Saldivar positively 


identified Suspect Rigoberto Moreno, as the same person he saw standing on Triggs 
Avenue, in front of the disabled Honda Civic, retrieve a black semiautomatic handgun 
from his waistband, and run away north bound across Triggs Avenue, into "Bristow 
Park" and out of view. 


Deputy Martinez was transported to Wa W WO by Deputy 
Jonathan Rojas MM to conduct a field show-up. Deputy Martinez positively 
identified Suspect Rigoberto Moreno, as the same person he saw standing on Triggs 
Avenue, in front of the disabled Honda Civic, reach toward his waistband, blade his 
torso form view, and run away north bound across Triggs Avenue, into "Bristow Park" 
out of view.

Investigators noted there was one live round ejected from the 
chamber and 16 live 9mm rounds of ammunition in the magazine.

27A, PM shift which was a single man unit. He was dressed in a Sheriff's Department 
uniform consisting of a long sleeve class “A” shirt with Sheriff's Department patches on 
both sleeves, a brass Sheriff's badge on his left chest, and a brass nameplate on his 
right chest, green pants, and a Sam Browne gun belt with his issued semiautomatic 
handgun and other police equipment. During his shift Deputy Saldivar drove a marked 
black and white Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Ford Explorer equipped with 
Sheriff Emblems on the front doors, a light bar, and two spot lights. Deputy Saldivar 
was assigned to patrol the city of Commerce. 


Deputy Saldivar told investigators at approximately 2147 hours he heard a priority call 
for service, broadcasted via Sheriff's Radio, of a hit and run just occurred at 

Due to the fact, Deputy Saldivar was near the area, he 
assigned himself to respond to the call. Deputy Saldivar said the call was updated, 
advising the hit and run vehicle, described as a white Toyota, had left the scene, and 
the disturbing party was on Triggs Street, attempting to fix the hit and run vehicle. 
Deputy Saldivar coordinated with the handling unit for himself, and assisting Unit 27T, 
Deputy Michael Martinez, to respond to Triggs Street, and search for the hit and run 
vehicle. Deputy Saldivar drove in tandem with Unit 27T. Both units arrived at the hit 
and run vehicle that was stopped on Triggs Street, approximately one to two minutes 
later. 


Deputy Saldivar told investigators when he drove westbound Triggs Street, he saw a 
vehicle he believed to be a white Toyota Corolla stopped, facing west on the north side 
of Triggs Street, with emergency flashers on. As he drove closer to the stopped vehicle, 
he saw approximately four to five males near the front hood of the disabled vehicle. 
Deputy Martinez stopped his patrol vehicle behind the disabled vehicle. Deputy 
Saldivar positioned his patrol vehicle south of Martinez, and parked facing northwest. 


Deputy Saldivar described the southernmost person, standing approximately three feet 
from the front hood of the disabled white vehicle, as a male Hispanic, 25-35 years old, 
5'5"- 5'7" in height, tattooed arms, wearing a blue plaid shirt, and blue jean shorts with a 
black hat, worn backward, and a blue color bandana in his left hand (later identified as 
Suspect Rigoberto Moreno). Deputy Saldivar described the person standing behind 
that male as a male Hispanic, 30-36 years old, 5'7"-5'8” in height, wearing a blue plaid 
shirt, and blue jean shorts, with tattooed arms and legs. 


Deputy Saldivar described the third male, standing to the north of the second described 


male, as a male Hispanic, 25-35 years old, 5'7"-5'8” in height, wearing blue or turquoise 
colored short sleeve shirt, and short hair. Deputy Saldivar described the next person 
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standing to the north as a male Hispanic, 25 years of age. He described the four males 
as standing in a semicircular configuration, north to south. 


Deputy Saldivar said he exited the driver door of his vehicle, withdrew his firearm, and 
immediately ordered the males, three to four times, to "show" their hands. He saw the 
four had their hands down near their waistbands, out of his view. Saldivar saw Suspect 
Moreno take a step toward the south, and with the blue bandana wrapped around his 
left hand, raíse his plaid shirt from his waist. Suspect Moreno then used his right hand 
to withdraw a black semiautomatic handgun from his waistband, exposing the barrel of 
the weapon. 


Deputy Saldivar told investigators at that moment, he feared for his life and his partner's 
life. Therefore he fired one round from his duty weapon toward the direction of Suspect 
Moreno who was retrieving the handgun from his waistband. Saldivar saw Suspect 
Moreno run south west across Triggs Street, and into "Bristow Park" out of view. He 
saw the other three male Hispanics raise their hands. Saldivar immediately yelled to his 
partner that he discharged his weapon, and began initiating emergent radio traffic via 
his portable radio. He also initiated a containment of the immediate area. 


When assisting units arrived to Deputy Saldivar's location, Deputy Saldivar saw one of 
the male Hispanics , who had been standing near Suspect Moreno, 
had been shot. Deputy Saldivar began rendering first aid to MMMM vvh o 
had sustained a gunshot wound to his lower right leg. 


Deputy Daniel Saldivar had nothing further to add, and the interview was concluded at 
0453 hours. 


INTERVIEW WITH DEPUTY MICHAEL MARTINEZ: 

On August 23, 2020, at approximately 0500 hours, investigators Hatch and Lawler 
interviewed Deputy Michael Martinez inside a conference room of the East Los Angeles 
Sheriff's Station. At the request of Deputy Martinez, RLS Attorney at Law Jacob A. 
Kalinski was present during the interview. 


Deputy Martinez was a Deputy Sheriff for the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department, 
and had been so employed for the past 2 years. On August 22, 2020, Deputy 
Martinez's shift began at MM hours and ended at MW hours. During his shift he 
worked Unit 27T, PM shift which was a single man unit. He was dressed in a Sheriff's 
Department uniform consisting of a long sleeve class “A” shirt with Sheriff's Department 
patches on both sleeves, a brass Sheriff's badge on his left chest, and a brass 
nameplate on his right chest, green pants, and a Sam Browne gun belt with his issued 
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semiautomatic handgun and other police equipment. During his shift Deputy Martinez 
drove a marked black and white Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Ford 
Explorer equipped with Sheriff Emblems on the front doors, a light bar, and two spot 
lights. Deputy Martinez was assigned to patrol the city of Commerce. 


Deputy Martinez told investigators at approximately 2140 hours, he responded to a 
radio call for service of a hit and run parked car, just occurred. He was directed by the 
handling Unit, 27H, Deputy Andrew Aselin A via Sheriff's radio, to respond with 
Unit 27A, to Triggs Avenue and check the area for the disturbing party. The disturbing 
parly was described in the call as two male adults parked on Triggs Street, directly 
across from "Bristow Park" attempting to fix their disabled vehicle. Unit 27A, Deputy 
Saldivar responded in tandem with Martinez from the area of Telegraph Road and 
Eastern Avenue. 


Deputy Martinez said when they arrived at Triggs Street from Eastern Avenue, he was 
following Deputy Saldivar. Martinez said as he traveled west bound Triggs Street, he 
noticed a white Honda Civic north of the west bound lane with its hazard lights flashing. 
Martinez pulled his patrol vehicle to the rear of the white Honda Civic. Deputy Saldivar 
positioned his patrol vehicle south of Martinez facing northwest. Martinez saw three 
male Hispanic adults, and one female Hispanic adult standing in front of the Honda 
Civic, near the north curb line. 


Deputy Martinez described the person he saw standing closest to the white Honda Civic 
as male Hispanic, 20's years of age, 5'07" in height, thin build, and black hair. The 
person standing just west of that was described as a female Hispanic, 5'07” in height, 
mid to late 20's, wearing shorts. Martinez described the person west of the female as a 
male Hispanic, early 20's years of age, 5'06" in height, thin build, with a white and blue 
checkered shirt, dark color shorts, with tattoos on his arms and neck. Martinez said the 
person standing south of the other three was a male Hispanic, mid 20's years of age, 
5'06" in height, wearing a blue plaid shirt, dark color jean shorts, and black hair. 


Deputy Martinez told investigators as he drove closer to the white Honda Civic with the 
hazard lights on, and persons standing next to it, he believed it was the same disturbing 
party vehicle described in the call for service. He also saw what appeared to be traffic 
collision damage to the Honda Civic. Martinez illuminated his overhead rotating lights 
with solid red, and he positioned his spotlight toward the interior of the white Honda 
Civic. Martinez said he knew from personal experience the area he was stopped in was 
claimed by “Choppers” criminal street gang. As he exited his patrol vehicle, he 
withdrew his weapon, stood behind his opened driver door, and ordered the four 
individuals to show their hands. He also heard Deputy Saldivar order the four 
individuals to show their hands. Three of the individuals complied. 
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Deputy Martinez told investigators he noticed the male Hispanic that was furthest 
southwest from his position appeared to disassociate himself from the group of 
individuals. He took a step away from the group and kept shifting his eye contact from 
the deputies back to the group. Martinez saw the male Hispanic lift his shirt with one 
hand, and reach toward his waistband with his right hand, as he simultaneously turned 
and bladed his body away from Martinez. Deputy Martinez then heard one gunshot, and 
Deputy Saldivar told Martinez the male had a black gun. Martinez saw the male 
Hispanic run south across Triggs Street, and into “Bristow Park" out of view. Martinez 
told investigators he was approximately 10 feet away from the male who reached 
toward his waistband when the shooting occurred. Martinez did not see the male 
retrieve a handgun due to the fact the male had turned away from Martinez and he 
could only see his back at that point. 


Deputy Martinez said he saw one of the remaining detained males had been shot in the 
lower right leg. Martinez rendered the area safe from additional threats, and began 
performing first aid to the injured male pending the arrival of rescue personnel. 


Deputy Martinez saw the female Hispanic had her red colored cellphone in her hand 
Martinez believed the female was recording the police contact with her cellphone.
